gotten along on five and even four. 
Eight hours, one-third of the 24 


hour day, is scientifically correct for 


most people. But .requiring more 
than eight is no proof of disease 
either. | 


Nobody would call Joe Louis an 
invalid, but he likes his regular 12 
‘hours, and, if left in peace, will often 
enjoy an hour or two more during 
the day. Contrary to general belief, 
Dr, Kleitman finds that naps during 
the day do not spoil a night’s rest. 


People are not born with any de-' 


finite sleeping habits. A baby has no 
sleep schedule at all. It awakes at 
irregular intervals, howls, gets ser- 
vice, plays with its toes or exercises 
its lungs some more and drops back 
to sleep again, neither knowing nor 
caring about the rule that eight 
hours are for. sleep, eight for work 
and eight for play. It takes a ‘long 
while to teach it that “night is for 
sleep,’ and some persons never. get 
themselves adapted to that idea. 


What the average person wants 
the sleep-investigating scientist to

"WHERE oe DEAD - 


‘Strange legends surround © 

the deaths of Marshal Ney 

of France, Ivar Kreuger, 

' Swedish match king, and 

John Booth, assassin of 

U.S. President Abraham 
_ Lincoln. 


HERE is one belief that will not — 
down, and that is the belief that 
_Marshal Ney, greatest of Napoleon’s 
generals, was not executed by a fir- 
ing squad of King Louis XVII, but 
- escaped to the United States and 
‘lived out his life as a schoo]-teach- 
er in North Carolina and died in 
bed at the age of seventy-seven. 
_ fhe great marshal had been con- 
demred to death by the Council of 
‘Peers for having rejoined Napoleon’s 
‘army after the latter’s escape from 
Elba. The Duke of Wellington had 
_demanded a personal audience with 
King Louis XVIII. He faced the 
revengeful King and pleaded for 
Ney’s life. They were both Masons 
of high degree. 

The Marshal was informed of his 
sentence on the night of December 
6th, 1815., The next morning he 
was hurried to the place of execu- 
tion, as if every one concerned with 
the detestable transaction was ash- 
amea of his part. 

The Marshal walked calmly from 
his coach.to the spot of execution. 
He refused to have ‘his eyes bandag— 
ed.. With his two hands upon his 
breast he cried out: “Soldiers, 
straight to the heart! Vive La 
France! Firél” There was a rattle 
of musketry and Michael] Ney slump- 
ed to the ground, But almost im- 
mediately the rumour spread that 
the execution squad had fired over 
the Marshal’s head, and that influer.- 
tial friends had smuggled him out 
of France and placed him upon a 
ship for America. 

‘Fourteent days later, a French 
veteran who had served under Ney, 
and who was a seaman aboard a 
ship bound from Bordeaux, France, 
to Charleston, South Carolina, was 
struck with amazement when he 
_saw, pacing the quarterdeck, the 
‘figure of his old commander. ---The 
seaman found an opportunity with- - 
in a day or so to draw himself up 
and give the army salute. 

“Who do you think I am?” 
manded the man he saluted. : 

“you are Marshal Ney,” said the 
old soldier. | “You are my old com- 
mander.” © 

“You are mistaken, said the mys- 
terious ‘personage. “Marshal Ney 
‘was executed two weeks ago in 
Paris.” He turned round,.’ walked 
directly to his cabin and never left 
it during the voyage. 

Certain ‘it is that one Peter Stuart 
Ney landed in Charleston, South 
Carolina, on January 29th, 1816, 
fifty-two days after the reported 
execution of Marshal Ney in Paris. 
For three and a half years he. was 
in close retirement, fitting himself 
to be a schoolmaster in the English 
language. For twenty-seven years 
he taught school in North and South 
-Carolina, leading: a very quiet life 
and shunning large cities and public 
gatherings. It was moted that he - 
was especially fond of reading books 
on the French Revolution and the 
career of, Napoleon. 

Early in 1819 French refugees in 
Georgetown, South Carolina, recog- - 
nised the country schoolteacher as 
the great soldier with whose fame. 
the world had rung when Napoleon 
reigned in the Tuileries. When Peter 
Stuart Ney heard that these French 
people had declared him to be Mar- 
shal Ney, he left Georgetown at once 
and never returned. 

Colonel ‘John A. Rogers, ‘of Flor- 
ence, South Carolina, made the fol- 
Jowing ‘amazing affidavit: “I. first 
saw Peter Stuart Ney in my own 
home in the. autumn of 1819. My 
father engaged’. him as. a’ teacher. 
He told my father that he was.a | 
French refugee and that he had left 
home for ° political. “reasons, but. 
would give no ‘further account: of 

_ himself, “I-was in his schoolroom in— 
- 1821. when ‘a rewspaper,. brought in 
to him by one’of the boys, an- 
nounced: the : ‘death of. Napoleon at 

“He read. at , turned.

_ and said with deep emotion: -

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deathly pale, fainted and fell to 
the floor exactly as if he, had been 
shot. Some of the older pupils

But the 
blade of the knife which did the 
work was broken: and this probably 
saved his life. My father reproach- 
ed Mr. Ney for his extraordinary 
conduct. He took hold of his arm 
+ ‘Oh, 
Colonel, with the death of Napoleon 
my last hope is gone.’ ” * 


The records: are full of affidavits 
or statements made by persons who. 


encountered by chance this singular 
schoolmaster and who promptly 
identified him as France’s great 
cavalry commander. x 

A gentleman from St. Louis, a 
Mr. Melody, who. was a friend of 
King Louis Philippe of France, once 
asked that amiable monarch if the 


story of Ney’s escape was true. The- 


King made a curious answer: “You 
and: I, Mr. Melody, are both Masons 
of high degree. So was Marshal 
Ney. ” 

Somehow the affidavit that is 
most impressive’ of all in this chain 
of singular facts and coincidences 
was the one made by Thomas D. 
Graham of Davidson, North Caro- 
‘YT helped to nurse Peter 
Stuart Ney in his last illness, Just 
before he died, Dr. Locke, his phy- 
sician and an old pupil, came into 
‘Mr. Ney,’ 
Locke, ‘you have but a short time 
to live. We would like to know. 
from your own lips who you are be- 
fore you die.’ .. Mr. Ney, perfectly 
calm and rational, raised himself on 
his elbow, looked Dr. Locke full in 
the face and said: ‘I am Marshal 
Ney of France!’ Those were the last 
words he ever spoke.” 


In ‘the ancient cemetery of Pere 
La Chaise, in Paris, I saw a great 
name carved in bold relief upon the 
White stone: . 
Michael Ney, Prince of Messina. and 
of Moskowa, Duke of -Eichingen and 
hero of the Beresina.” . . . Three 


thousand miles from Pere La Chaise - 
in the rustic yard of Third Creek: 


Church, a little way from Salisbury, 
North Carolina, stands a rude stone 
bearing this simple inscription: ‘In 
Memory of a Native of France and.a 
Soldier of the French Revolution 
under Napoleon Bonaparte, who de- 
parted this life November 15th, 
1846, aged 77 years’—the ‘simple 
stone that marks the spot where. the 
lonely schoolmaster, Peter 
Ney, is sleeping.

SCORCH ON 


LINEN 


With so many mild solvents on 
the market, the harshness of soda‘ 
is apt to be overestimated and its 
sound cleansing qualities overlook- 
‘ed. A jar of it should find a place 
in every housewife’s store-cup- 
board. A good practice after each 
washing-up operation is to place a 
lump of soda over the trap of the 
sink. Gradually the moisture from 
the taps will dissolve it, so that the 
sink pipe is undergoing cleansing 
treatment ‘continually. At least 
once a week the sink should be 
filled with very hot soda water for 
flushing the pipe. White woodwork 
will be improved by scrubbing 
with a bucket of water to which 
two ounces of soda have been add- 
ed. Earthenware teapots should be 
scalded from time to timo with hot 
soda water. The soda will bring 
away staining aos brown as 
ten itself and subsequent pots of 
tea will be proportionately better 
Stains.on plain glass 
quickly yield to soapsuds to which 
soda has .been added, but this 
treatment must not be given to 
ornamental glass or china, for fear 
of spoiling the surface.

SUDDEN OUTBREAK 
OF PELLAGRA 
IN COLONY .... 


THE SUDDEN OUTBREAK of Pellagra in Hong Kong re- 
cently has resulted in many deaths and a large num- 
ber of patients are now under treatment in the Kwong 
Wah Hospital in Kowloon. 


The following statement was made 
by the Hon. Dr. P. S. Selwyn-Clarke, 
Director of Medical Services yester- 
day in connection with the disease: 


DENTIST'S 
ADVERTISING 


Summoned for an alleged 
offence under the Dentists 
Regulation Ordinance, Mr.

Mr, J. P. Murphy, Assistant Crown 
Counsel, stated that the summons was 
issued after the appearance of the 
advertisement and after a check of 
the Register, showing that Mr. Han- 
no’s name was not there. 

An accountant of the paper in 
which the advertisement appeared, 
testified that Mr, Hanna sent‘ in the 
written advertisement on April 28. 

A clerk attached to the Medical 
Department stated that he checked 
up the register and could not find Mr, 
Hanna's name. ; 

Mr. F. G. Nigel, defending, con- 
tended that the Section of'the Ordin- 
ance under which his client was 
charged had no bearing on the case. 
It was directed principally against 
dental advertisements sctting forth o 
false claim to proficiency on the part 
of the advertiser.

Casal in Spaln about two centuries 
ngo. Later, the same. condition was 
found ‘to be present in Italy, Ru- 
mania, the southern portion of the 
United States and, more recently, in 
England and other countries. 

Until the past eighteen months it 
hoa been regarded as a rare disease 
in Hong Kong. Early in 1939 a con= 
siderable number of cases manifest- 
ing the signs and symptoms of pel- 
legra were noted amongst the re- 
fugees. ’ 

During the present. yoar typical 
cases of pelingra have been troat- 
ed in the Government and Tung 
Wah group of hosp?tals, 


Two Theories 


There are two main theorics us to 
the causation of pellagra. At one time 
It wus thought to be an. infectious 
disense carried by the buffalo gnat. 
There is a large body of evidence 
aguinst this theory, Including the 
fact that ottendants of paticnts suf- 
ferlng from the disease do. not 
acquire it; but the more generally 
accepted theory is that It is a dis- 
ease duc to a certain dietetic de- 
ficiency. It is almost always found 
associated with diets Iucking the 
antl-pellagru vitamin factor and cer 
tain protelns, 

In the present series of cases the 
diets of the patients have consisted 
very lurgely of carbohydrates in the 
form of rice, etc. and with very little 
protein In-the form of fish, meat or 
bean. : 


Typical Signs 

The patients treated for this 
condition at.the momont show 
typical slgns of tho Ulscase, that 
le to say, ‘inflammation of tho in- 
aide of the mouth and tongue, 
cracking at the angles of the 
mouth, inflammation of the bowel 
with resultant diarrhooa, Infiam- 
mation and redness of the ekin at 
the back of the hands and foro- 
arms, feet, elbows, and knees and 
general weakness. Gome of the 
pationts are mentally dull or un- 

duly exoltable, F 
- The importance of this disease to 
the general public rests in the fact 
that it is essentially preventable, if 
proper attention Is paid to the dict 
and efforts are made ‘to. divert some 
of the money spent on rice to pur- 
chase fish ar meat of eggs or soya 
bean. products. The first: three are 
tho more satisfactory, although be- 
yond tho means of many members of 
the poorer cladses of the population.

He had previously 
described the Nazi regime as’ representing the Rebellion 
of the Clumsy Lout. But then, loutishness is not quite 
the same thing as lunacy.

be admitted that all madmen are extraordinary, but many 
extraordinary men are painfully sane. In fact, there must 
be secret admirers of the Fuehrer’s dynamic realism who 
still regard him as the sanest statesman in Europe.

Home Defence must always be the 
principal role of the Armed Forces

war, and-n—deep-seated belief that, 
by reasonuble precautions and by a 
display of magnanimity and good- 
will to all nations, an international 
brotherhood would emerge that 
would banish war or even the 
thought of it from the world. 


" ” » 
AFTER the Treaty of Versailles 
which was meant to be backed 
up by the League of Nations, and the 
Idea of Collective Security, there 
went through the country a wave of 
enthuslasm for the arts of peace and 
for a domestic policy in which social 
improvements would play the chicf 
part. Lord Robert Cecil led the crue 
sade in the cause of the Lengue of 
Nations, und sponsored the League 
of Nations Union with its branches 
and intellectual adherents in every 
city. 

Women obiained the vote shortly 
after the conclusion of the war for 
the splend/d services they had ren- 
dered and as an indication that the 
country could now afford to Usten to 
thelr voice in the orderlng of the 
nation’s affairs, Naturally what the 
women wanted was a policy of sociul 
betterment, so that domestic life 
would be richer and more whole- 
some, Education, housing, workers’ 
welfare, physical development 
through better facilities for recreao-

T was not the women however 
who iriduced the nation to prefer 
butter to guns—this policy of engag- 
ing in peaceful pursults and going in 
for disarmonient was all part of the 
general feeling, There was cven a 
thme when soldiering and naval ser- 
vice were regarded os out-moded 
professions. 


There were other forces at work 
too leading the same way, all point- 
ing towards internationalism, good- 
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will and disarmament. These organ- 
isations may not have been very 
strong numerically as far as member- 
ship was concerned, but they did re- 
present a fairly wide spread desire 
which the Christian Churches spon- 
sored in accordance with their falth 
that all men are brothers because 
they are the sons of God. 


There were then three competing 
authorities clamouring for the loyalty 
of youth. ‘he political ideal of the 
parliament of Europe—if not of men, 
the religious ideal of God above the 
notions and finally the state itself, 
Of these three the loyalty to the 
state, or patriotism as we call It be- 
came rather discredited, while im- 
perlalism wus under a cloud. It was 
not onough for the finer minds. It 
was along these paths that the Ox- 
ford Group led, and all those other 
organisations which had international 
affiliations, such as Rotary, the Duy 
Scout and the Girl Guide movements 
and the cultural associations, with 
thelr exhibitions of foreign art in 
London. All these and -similar 
schemes had one purpose and that 
was to bring out the best side that 
was in forelgn countries, especially 
Germany. Every effort was made to 
discourage the idea of war and to 
sign non-aggression pacts, Kellogg 
pacts or uny treaty. that would re- 
move the threat of war to a more 
distant date, 
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‘e * 
DICK. SHEPPARD in Britain. was 
the counterpart of Gandhi in 
India in his demand for non-resis- 
tance, for total disarmament and the 
experiment of opposing the armed 
invader with the spiritual weapons 
of the church. In the political field 
Lansbury pursued this thankless task 
up to his death which occurred when 
the thunderbolts of war were falling 
about his head. 


It is true that some of the most 
ardent of those who signed .. their 
pupers for the Peace Pledge Union 
now realise that such # faith is de- 
pendent on a firmly established Bri- 
tish Empire which guarantees that 
freedom and security. in which alone 
peace loving people can -Ilve. It is 
not possible however in Europe to- 
day {o have the peace that is requir- 
ed unless everyone is willing to exert 
his power to obtain it. Such a group 
otherwise, becomes the most hated of 
all groups since it is merely parasi- 
ficnl. It flourishes when the parent 
body Js living and active, undermines 
its strength and contributes to Its 
death. : 7

atuny price people are recasting

interested in preserving the condition

People like Lord Beuverbrook and 
Winston Churchill warned- us that 
these pacifist ideas, however Chris- 
tian they may be,. were dangerous 
because Germany and Italy did not 
share them and were pursulng a 
diametrically opposite policy.

That view is not now so popular 
but even if naval or military invasion 
were ruled out, there is the certain 
invasion of Nazi principles whitch If 
successful in one part of the world 
must influence profoundly the whole 
American outlook.

It was this desire to be rid of war 
as an Instrument for scttling disputes 
which made !t impossible for Britain 
to intervene successfully ard so im- 
pose her will on international affairs.

Law 
cannot be administered ina nation 
without the police force in the back- 
ground to enforce the decisions of 
the magistrates, So in International 
affairs, the nation that has the great- 
est military backing has the louder 
and more decisive voice.

He pointed out that'the majority of 
the people affected by the order have 
no passports and cannot obtain visas 
to go to places other than Shanghai 
where landing permits may be re- 
fused by the authoritics. 

“The authorities,” he said, “in their 
zenl, are duing just what the Nazis 
aim at—driving the Jews from plllar 
to post.”

BROKER’S | 
APPEAL 
DISMISSED 


Kwok  Shun- cheung, 
broker, who was sentenced 
at the March Criminal Ses- 
sions to six months’ hard 
labour on four counts of. re- 
ceiving newsprint belonging 
to the “Ta Kung Pao,” ap- 
pealed against the convic- 
tion before a Full Court of 
Appeal consisting of Mr. 
Justice E. H. Williams and 
Mr. Justice J. A. Fraser 
yesterday morning. 

The nppeal was not allowed. 

Mr. Percy Chen, instructed by Mr. 
M. A. da Silva, appeared for Kwok, 
and. the Hon. Mr. Leo d’Almada fr., 
instructed by Mr. Peter Sin, was for 
the Crown. 

Mr. Chen said the appeal was on 
the ground that the verdict of the 
jury was against the weight of evi- 
dence, that the verdict was unreason- 
able, and could not be supported, 
having regard to the evidence. 

The prosecution had based thelr 
case not on direct evidence,.said Mr. 
Chen, but on a collection of cir- 
cumstantiol or presumptive facts 
brought forward to support the re- 
ceiving charge. These facts in them- 
selves did not prove the case but 
merely invited .the Jury. to . infer 
gullt, 

Counsel submitted that the evi- 
donce adduced was open not only 
to Inference of guilt but also of 
innocence. The Jury should, In 
auch circumstances, have rejected 
the Inference of gulit and accepted 
that of Innocence.

As the.G.0.C, said: at the Jost 
Legislative © Council “meeting, the 
Home authoritles do not want us to 
send a contingent home to fight at 
the Front. How best then can wo 
give concrete and adequate form to 
our. desire .to. help? . :
